Accompanied by Rich Philadel- 
phian, He Sails Eighty 
Miles Among Clouds. 


By Leased Wire From ine New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, April —Nearly 12,000 
feet high among the clouds and whirl- 
ing through the air at times faster 
than a mile a minute, Alan R. Hawley, 
a wealthy stock broker of this city, 
with Arthur T. Altenholt, a rich Phila- 
de!lphian, u sensational balloon 
flight last 
They started from Philadelphia, in- 
tending to make a quick trip to this 
city. They ran into an easterly current 
of air, which blew with hurricane force 
after passing New Brunswick, N. J. 
The velocity of the wind they esti- 
mated at 85 miles an hour. They 
feared, if they remained among the 
clouds, that they would be swept far 
@ut over the Atlantic Oceon. So they 

decided to cut the journey short. 

They traveled many miles, however, 
before they reached the earth, and 
then they landed in a creek near Mat- 
awan, N. J. Both men were bumped 
and jostled about severely and emerged 
from the creek very wet but ex- 
tremely happy. Their only regret was 
that records which they had made while 
the balloon was flying far above the 
earth at a speed greater than the fast- 
est express train were lost in the creek. 

Their flight from start to finish lasted 
93 minutes, more than 15 minutes being 
spent in maneuvering for a landing. 
In a bee line, the landing place was 
60 miles from the starting point, ‘but it 
is estimated they actually traveled about 
8? miles, not counting a straight up- 
shoot Into air of a mile at the start

First we went 
a prodigious height, and then 
found that the wind was blowing a gale 
up there. It was bearing us straight 
to New York at the rate of forty or 
fifty miles an hour, and we decided 
to stay In it and break the record. It

Former Policeman’s Lawyer 
Says No Appeal to “Unwrit- 
ten Law’’ Will Be Made. 


Former Patrolman Michael J. Mce- 
Namara will go to trial Wednesday in 
Judge Sales’ court for the death of his 
wife, Nellie, whom he shot and killed, 
With James J. Brophy, a_ bartender, 
after he had followed them to the Hotel 
Royal, Eighteenth and Olive street. 

There were no court proceedings in the 
case Tuesday. The attorneys in the 
case agreed to spend the day in consid- 
ering their peremptory challenges, and 
Circuit Attorney Sager selected the 1d 
men he will be allowed to disqualify. He 
will submit the list Wednesday to form- 
er Lieutenant-Governor Charles ; 
Johnson, for the defense, and he will 
strike 20 names from the Hist. This will 
leave the 12 men who will try the case. 

F‘'rom 100 talesmen examined Monday, 
the panel of 47 necesSary before a jury 
can be selected was barely chosen. The 
forty-seventh member of the pane! was 
the one-hundredth talesman. i Fifty- 
three disqualified themselves by de- 
claring that they were unalterably op- 
posed to capital punishment for any of- 
fense, or could not do justice in this 
particular case. 

Of these 53, the majority were chal- 
lenged because of their prejudice in 
cases involving the “unwritten law.”’ 
Thirty-one confessed that they would 
be swayed by their feelings rather than 
by the exact law as laid down in the 
Court's instructions. Only 22 of the 100 
were so opposed to the death penalty 
that they would not inflict it for any 
offense. 

For a talesman to declare that he 
believed tn capital punishment in some 
cases, but not in cases like McNamara’'s, 
did not disqualify him for the panel of 
47. Only prejudice against “# for gny 
offense whatever could bring a chavlenge 
for cause. 

Mr. Sager, who is personally in charge 
of the prosecution, made notes of all 
those who were accepted after declaring 
that they did not believe in the death 
penalty for “home-defenders,”’ and will 
— them out through peremptory chal- 
enzes. 

“Unwritten Law” Mentioned. 

At the beginning of the examination 
of talesmen, Mr. Sager asked 
whether Kdward Ss. Atwood was 
familiar with the “unwritten law,” and 
What he thought of it. Johnson ob- 
jected on the ground that the talesmen 
were presumably unfamiliar with the 
case in hand, and could not know the 
purpose of the question. Mr. 
Sager then made a brief statement 
of the facts, telling how and when 
McNamara killed Brophy and Mrs. Me- 
Namara. Johnson again objected, de- 
claring that the ‘‘unwritten law” had 
no bearing on the c: 

‘We are going to try this case under 
the law,"’ Jehnson declared, “and un- 
der the law as it is written. So there 
is no occasion for the question.’’ 

Atwood has been separated from his 
wife three years He was allowed to 
answer Sager’s question, and disqual- 
ified himself, but after that Mr. Sager, 
while questioning each man carefully 
as to whether he felt any prejudices in 
such cases as McNamara's, did not use 
the words “unwritten law.” 

Johnson declines to discuss the line 
of defense, but it is generally believed 
about the Four Courts that it will be 
the common law, recognized tin the 
courts of Missourl, under which a man 
discovering his wife in circumstances 
like those of Mrs. McNamara, is ex- 
cusable, but not wholly justifiable, in 
slaing. It affects the degree of re- 
sponsibility.

BIG GUNS WELL TRIED 





Naval Officials Pleased After 
Long Cruise—Crew Saved 
Man’s Life. 





PORTSMOUTH, England, April 20.— 
The battleship Dreadnought, the biggest 
fighting craft in the world, has returned 
to Portsmouth, on the conclusion of her 
experimental cruise to the West In- 


dies. She has reached Spithead and will 
remain in the harbor until May 10. Capt. 
R..H. 8. Bacon D. 8. O., and his officers 
are well satisfied with the results of the 
‘Voyage, both as to ine working of wie 
turbines, the behavior of the ship when 
at sea, and as to her gun equipment. 
The Dreadnought’s official gunnery 
‘and steam trials took place last No- 
vember, when she realized a speed of 
21.5 knots per hour, and kept it up for 
eight hours. She also fired a broadside 
of eight 12-inch guns without the ship 
sustaining the least structural damage. 
far the Admiralty were well satis- 
fied with the great battleship into which 
BO many new features had been intro- 
duced. A three months’ cruise was, 
however, decided upon, to test thor- 
oughly the ship under the severer con- 
ditions that would apply at sea. It was 
also determined to ascertain how far 
turbines could be relied upon for steam- 
ing ptenyg apood , continuously for a

Up to Expectations. 


Important particulars on all these 
points, as well as on others of a more 
confidential nature have been obtained. 
In all respects the great ship has fully 
realized the highest expectations formed 
of her capabilities, and the officers are 
loud in their praise of what she has 
done and is capable of doing. 

Early in January the Dreadnought 
Jeft Portsmouth, and proceeded first to 
Arosa Bay, carrying out evolutions on 
the way. She then went to Gibraltar 
and for the next three weeks was cruis- 
ing at the western end of the Mediter- 
Tanean, and in the vicinity of Sardinia. 

Various evolutions were carried out 
during that period, and the ship was 
severely tested.as to her turning pow- 
ers, She is fitted with two rudders and 
the good opinion formed of these at the 
official trials, in enabling the ship to 
maneuver with greater ease, was fully 
borne out. 

Answered Helm Easily. 

The Dreadnought gave no _ trouble 
whatever in answering hér helm: she 
was, in fact, very quick, and turned 
easily, although it was admitted that 
when going at slow speeds she was in- 
clined to be sluggish when turning: but 
that is a feature common to most ships 
and was not considered abnormal.

Discharged Swedish Sailors 
Lead Owner Lively Race

NEW YORK, April 23.—Olaf Wolf- 
Steen and Lorf Larsen, two Swedish 
Sailors, ran away with a $20,000; tug- 
boat last night and were captured after 
an exciting chase on the East River, 
during which shots were fired and col- 
lisions barely averted, while the tug 
Was constantly in danger of being 
blown up.

They managed, how- 
ever, to keep the tug at almost. top 
speed. 





Chase Was Exciting.

Workmen Disappointed at Fail- 
ure to Recommend Fellow-

JEFFERSON CITY, April 23.—Mis- 
souri miners are charging that Gov. 
Folk has at ‘ast decided to turn them 
down. There are 40,000 of them in Mis- 
souri and they have been urging the 
Gevernor, since the special session 
opened, to recommend the passage of 
a bill bringing them within the provi- 
sions of the railroad fellow-servant law.

Not only the miners, but all other 
labor organizations of Missouri, have 
petitioned the Governor to suggest this 
legislation, which was defeat by un- 
derhand means at the regular session. 
Gov. Folk renee labor representa- 
tives, as well as many members of the 
Assembly, that he would do so. Now 
they have given up hope. They say 
that they have been deceived by the 
Executive. And they are not slow to 
charge that the Central pany and Coke 
Co. lobby, backed. by $10,000,000 of capl- 
tal, which owns most of the coal mines 
in Missouri, is claiming credit for the 





inactivity of the administration. 
Representative Lewis of St. Francois 
County, who lives in the heart of the , 
lead belt of Southeast Missouri, said 
to the Post-Dispatch correspondent: ‘‘At 
first Gov. Folk told us definitely that 
he would send in a message in behalf 
of fellow-servant legislation to the As- 
sembly. He delayed ana delayed action 
until finally we called his attention to 
the danger of a bill being defeated if 
it was not introduced before April 20. 
“Other representatives and senators 
told him the same thing. Now, after 
putting us off from time to time, the 
Governor comes along with a proposi- 
tion that we get together with the men 
who opposed the bill at the recent ses- 
sion and see if we cannot affect a com- 
promise.

Mulvihill says that a saloon license 
does not convey the right to run a beer 
garden in mine host's back yard. A gsa- 
loon keeper who is very, very good may 
sell drinks in the shadow of his vine and 
fig tree or, in the absence of these 
classic possessions, he may even sub- 
stitute a prepared palm or an oleander. 
If he does not stretch his privelege too 
far, he may even have a rubber plant. 
It will be better for him if he has also 
a rubber sandwich, as they did in New 
York under the Raines law. 

Anyway, every saloon keeper who 
seeks that touch of nature that makes 
all the world akin when it is thirsty 
must be prepared for a rigid inspection 
of his premises by the Excise Commis- 
sioner-and his deputies. 

Beer Gardens and Beer Gardens. 


The family beer garden is one of the 
things which have made St. Louis fa- 
mous. It was here before the big 
bridge was built and it dates back al- 
most to the big flood in 1844. There are 
beer gardens in St. Louis which are 
known throughout the United States 
and a good pertion of Iurope. 

There are also ethers no less satis- 
fying, but not so widely known. 

And then, says Mr. Mulvihill, 
are others which, he thinks, are noth- 
ing more or less than roofless wine- 
rooms. Between these different classes 
it is difficult to discriminate, but Mr. 
Mulvihill says he is going to try. 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter he said 
Tuesda: ‘“‘Ever since the Sunday law 
and the regulations against winerooms 
have been enforced there has been a 
disposition on the part of many saloon- 
keepers to devise schemes for evading 
the stagutes. 

‘Lately I have received an unusual 
number of applications for permission 
to run open-air gardens in connection 
with saloons. I[ believe that in many 
cases the purpose is merely to operate 
open-air winerooms. ‘This will not be 
tolerated. 

“There will be no interference with 
legitimate gardens where there is some 
other attraction than the opportunity to 
buy drinks. Many gardens are equipped 
to serve meals, or at least something 
te eat. The large summer gardens are 
licensed as gardens, not merely as sa- 
loons. They will not be interfered with. 

Meals Add Respectablility. 
will not say that the serving of 
meals is absolutely necessary in deter- 
mining the respectability of a garden, 
but it goes a long way in showing that 
it is not solely for the drinking feature. 
I will not close all gardens where méale 
are not served. I may not sanction all 
at which thev are served.

THE PUBLIC CONVENIENCE. 
According to headlines in Chicago reports of 
the Supreme 
- Court of Ilinois “dealt a body blow to the munici- 
' pal ownership of street cars.” 

This was in some sense a fact. The Illinois 
_ Supreme Court did reach that object last week, as 
far as Chicago's first attempt was concerned, but 

as this attempt had been Virtually defeated al- 
ready, the fact of the court’s decision was not the 
' point of interest. 

It had no interest extending beyond the week 
in which the decision was rendered. But it is a 
matter of permanent interest to find on exam- 
ining the decision and its accompanying opinion, 
that; indirectly, the court has rendered a sweep- 
ing advance opinion that the “municipalization 
of street railways” is a matter of the convenience 
of the public, in Chicago or any other incorporat- 
ed town in Illinois which favors their “munici- 
“palization” by constitutional methods, as the Su- 
ee Court has defined them.

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AN ENLARGING FIELD. 

The new railroad now discussed from Del Rio, 
Tex., to the City of Mexico, would continue south- 
ward a road which already reaches from Missouri 
to Texas, as a result of currents of energy St. 
Louis began distributing through the Southwest 
half a century ago. 

The development of Northern Mexico, now go- 
ing on, is the overflow across the Rio Grande of 
this Southwestern development. It means a con- 
stantly widening field for St. Louis as a manu- 
facturing point and distributing pdint. 

This widening is territorial. Territorially, the 
St. Louis field is constantly widening, not only in 
the Southwest, but in the South, the Southeast, 
the West, the Northwest and at all points of the 
compass. It widens in ways more important than 
territorial extension, important as these are. 

For example, a small town in Tennessee starts 
a cotton mill, with everything worked out to show 
certain profits. In three or four years the mill 
shuts down. The profits were certain, but the 
managers of the mill, who knew how to make the

In Rittenberry’e house the police also 
found under his pillow a 32-caliber re- 
volver, from which two shells had been 
recently fired. The bullet which killed 
Latinsk! was ef 32-caliber. 

A muddy pair of working shoes was 
alse found in the house. es | when com- 
pared with the tracks which had been 
found leading from the scene of the 
shoeting towards Rittenberry’s house, 
were found to fit the imprints. 

Rittenberry refuses to talk about the 

murder, beyond saying that he walked 
and talked with Latinski at 7 p. mi. 
Saturday, and didn’t see him after- 
wards. The prisoner is a watchman and 
is 40 years old. The dead man was 42 
years old. 

Deputy Corener Stannagel has sworn 
in a jury for the inquest into Latinsk!t’'s 
death, but the inquest was prostponed 
until all the evidence ts collected. It 
will probably be held d this week.
